DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is driven to a content delivery system transmits content which is divided into a 
plurality of content blocks. The system includes a content server having a specifier to 
specify blocks associated with one or more ranges, and a transmitter to transmit the 
specified blocks according to a predetermined protocol. Each respective block has 
additional information attached indicating a common range for an attribute related to the 
content within the respective block. The system further includes a content receiver 
having a receiver to receive the content, a request range determiner to determine a 
request range of the content based on the attached additional information of each block 
by using block information indicating a length for each of the transmitted blocks, and a 
requestor to request the content associated with the determined request range from 
content associated with the one or more ranges. Although some of the cited reference 
teach a data distribution system "i.e. JP 9-13467", which teaches a data distribution 
system provided with the a client, provided with a partial data address generating 
means , which generates a partial data address indicating the range of data to be 
acquired on the basis of the entered request information , and then transmitting for 
transmitting the generated partial addresses to a search device and a reception means 
to receive the requested data from a server, the reference also discloses an extraction 
means performing a partial extraction of data on the basis of the partial data address , 
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when a partial data address is received from tine client and a data transmission means 
for transmitting the extracted data to the client . The reference does not teach 
transmission of the extracted data with additional information regarding this data, 
wherein the additional information concerning an internal attribute of the content 
appended. The present invention provide a solution to overcomes the problems 
associated with transmission of additional information with the content (see summary of 
the invention). 

Examiner believes that non of the exciting arts or combination of arts, teach the 
claimed (system, method, server and apparatus) in such way to overcome the 
mentioned problems.
